Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,10-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a system for monitoring tire the closes prior art of record Headley et al 
[US 2003/0201881] discloses the present invention. However, the present application 
antedates the Headley Publication. Therefore, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
